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A New Secretary 


N the first of October, 1910, the Rev. Glenn 
Flinn, who was chosen Agency Secretary 
of the American Bible Society on the estab- 
lishment of its Southwestern Agency, retired 
from its service to re-enter the pastorate of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. At 
the meeting of the Board of Managers of the 
American Bible Society on November 3, 1910, 
the Rev. Joseph James Morgan, A.M., B.D.., 
President of Wesley 
College, Terrell, Tex- 
as, was elected as his 
successor. 

The Southwestern 
Agency covers the 
states of Texas, Lou- 
isiana, Arkansas, and 
Oklahoma. It is a 
fertile field for the 
circulation of the 
Scriptures, not alone 
among the homo- 
geneous peoples that 
have populated that 
region, but the incom- 
ing tide of foreigners 
that are finding that 
section an attractive 
portion of the United 
States in which to 
make their homes. 

Last year through- 
out this Agency more 
than 25,000 volumes 
of the Scriptures in 
twenty-six different 
languages were circu- 
lated. During the 
last six months the 
work of the Agency 
has been carried on 
by the Rev. R. C. 
George, who has acted as locum tenens during 
the absence of Mr. Flinn in Europe. 

The Rev. Mr. Morgan, who now takes up 
the work so happily inaugurated by Mr. Flinn 
and faithfully carried on by Mr. George, was 
born in Torquay, Devonshire, England, on 
April 3, 1870. His parents emigrated to 
- America that same year and settled in Denton 
Co., Texas, where they engaged in farming 
and ranching. As far back as Wesley’s day 
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in the Southwest 


Mr. Morgan’s family were known for their 
zeal in Christian work. His grandfather was 
a local Methodist preacher. His father and 
mother were leaders in the religious life of 
the frontier Texas region where they had 
their home. Mr. Morgan was converted at 
his mother’s knees. 

Belonging to his Heavenly Father from his 
childhood, at nineteen he felt the call to preach, 
and at twenty-one he 
entered the South- 
western University at 
Georgetown, Texas, 
from which he gradu- 
ated in 1896. While 
a student he was li- 
censed to preach, and 
after graduation en- 
tered the Theological 
Department of Van- 
derbilt University, at 
Nashville, Tenn., 
where he completed 
the three years’ 
course and graduated 
Bachelor of Divinity 
11899: 

In June of the same 
year he was married 
to Miss Margaret 
John, of Nashville, 
Tenn., daughter of 
Dr. I. G. John, at that 
time Secretary of the 
Board of Missions of 
the Methodist Church, 
South. In Novem- 
ber, 1899, Mr. Morgan 
entered the North 
Texas Conference, 
his old home terri- 

_- tory, and was sta- 
tioned at Oak Lawn, Dallas, which church he 
served for two years. He was then appointed 
to Garland Station, Garland, Texas, from 
which in the midst of his fourth year he was 
called to the presidency of a new Conference 
school located at Terrell, Texas. He as- 
sumed the duties of this presidency on May 1, 
1905. During his presidency the school has 
raised its standard to a junior college and has 
enlarged its constituency in every way. 
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We bespeak for Mr. Morgan the hearti- 
est support of the entire Southwest and of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of 
which he is a member, and of the whole 
Christian body, which believes in the Bible 
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as a missionary book as vital to the build- 
ing up of the spiritual interests of the home- 


land as it is in awakening the conscience 


and ministering to the nations that sit in 
darkness.

In the Mire in the Philippines 


HILE the American Government has 

accomplished wonders in the devel- 
opment of good roads in the Philippines, 
there are sections yet where the scenes that 
are illustrated here are matters of frequent 
occurrence in the rainy season. Our Agent, 
the Rev. J. L. McLaughlin, in writing us re- 
cently, says: 


The rainy season is on in full force; it has 
been raining almost every day for a month 
now. It is a little unfortunate that the rains 
did not begin sooner, for the early part of the 
season was so dry that the rice crop is bound 
to suffer somewhat now, even though we have 
abundance of rain from this time on. Yet 
there is no suspicion of any serious shortage, 
for even with what the pessimist might call

half a crop, there need be no serious thought 
of want. ‘The bare necessities of life come so 
easily for the average native that he knows 
little of want. Prosperity in general seems 
to be in evidence throughout. The Govern- 
ment Bureau of Public Works is especially 
pushing construction on necessary bridges, 
roads, and public buildings. There is scarcely 
an important center where some excellent 
permanent public improvement is not under 
construction or in advisement. All through 


the Islands there are already completed 
stretches of excellent roads, and as these are 
extended and connected we will have such a 
fine system of public highways as the Filipinos 
never dreamed of before the American occu- 
pation. 

This is one of the greatest things being 
done here yet, probably the most needy thing, 
and, possibly, almost unappreciated by the 
average Filipino. I might give an illustration 
of their apathy in regard to the poor roads. 
Two weeks ago I had occasion to go some 
sixty miles from Manila to attend a Presby- 
terian dedicatory service. Practically all the 
way excepting four or five miles was excellent, 
but those four or five miles—I cannot describe 
them. I enclosea couple of pictures that will 
give you a faint idea. I had to alight seven 
times and pick my way gingerly through 
neighboring yards, while 
the little ponies floundered 
through the mudholes, oft- 
times three feet deep, with 
the nastiest, ooziest, slimi- 
est stuff you can imagine. 
Once the rig upset with all 
my belongings, and before 
they could be rescued, my 
valise was full of the slime 
and my white clothes— 
well, you may imagine it 
was a good thing the sery- 
ice was over and I was 
on my way home. Butthe 
point I wished to show was 
that all the rest of the road 
was built by the insular 
authorities, and that bit of 
bad road is right in one of 


the richest provincial towns | 


in the Islands. Four years ago I was up there 
and it was almost as bad then, and not a bit 
of work has been done on it since. The Fili- 
pinos will bowl along over these fine roads 
and then flounder through the muddy. part 
with absolute indifference, as though their 


forefathers had always done it, and why should — 


they be concerned about fixing it up. Possibly 
each one argues that there are a lot more than 
he going through it every day. So why should 
he worry about it. ; oy 
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On the return trip we saw a score of cart- 
loads of cocoanuts mired down in the road; 
two had sunken entirely out of sight, and 
only a part of the load was visible above 
the mud. There were literally hundreds of 
horses, carts, and vehicles of every sort com- 
ing through there every day, yet it is doubt- 
ful if the local authorities would ever of their 
Own initiative undertake to build a passable 
road there. 

Near where we are holding that dedicatory 
service they were holding a Roman Catholic 
fiesta the preceding week. Wednesday morn- 
ing during the mass, and while the church 
building was packed, they brought out a little 
image which is held in great reverence there 
and exhibited only onrare occasions. Awoman 
was kissing the robe of the image in an ec- 
stacy, and her sleeve caught 
fire from one of the can- 
dles. Immediately some- 
one called out “‘Fire!’’ and 
a panic ensued. About 
thirty people were tram- 
pled, some seventeen seri- 
ously. An American 
school-teacher and two 
Presbyterian missionaries 
were near by and went to 
the rescue atonce. Three 
priests were in the convent, 
which adjoined the church, 
with decorations for the 
fiestaand well-filled larders. 
They would not admit the 
wounded there nor did they 
come to assist in the least, 
so that they had to remove 
the sufferers to the back 
rooms of the Presidencia, where one woman 
died immediately and seven others were yet 
there unconscious four days later.. For forty- 
eight hours those three Americans, assisted 
only by some prisoners turned loose for the 
purpose, and three or four Filipino soldiers 
who happened to be there, worked incessantly 
over those wretched victims, and yet it is not 
apparent to the townspeople that trees can 
bear fruit only of their kind. The following 
morning another immense crowd gathered to 
hear the padres rail against Protestanism, and 
then go about their way saying the catastrophe

within bounds. Sometimes these ‘‘ manifes- 
tations’’ carry at least a little of the curious, 
at which we might for a moment be 
interested, as, for example, the curiously 
shaped, gnarled tree trunk which is attracting 
multitudes in a nearby town now. Itis sim- 
ply a freak of nature undertaking to grow 
around some sort of an obstacle that was in 
the way of the growing tree; but far oftener

there is not the slightest vestige of sanity 
about their crazes, as, for example, the crowds 
that flocked to worship a crude woodcut pic- 
ture that was ‘‘ miraculously ’”’ discovered ina 
little darrio last year, and since the poor 
owner had not brought it there, of course the 
Virgin herself had been there in the nightand 
leftit. A nearby cholera-germ-filled well was 
“‘ sanctified’? by the presence of that cheap 
picture, and the crowds came to worship, to 
contribute, to carry away some of the “ holy 
water,’ and went away to spread abroad the 
wonders of the miracle. 


Work in Greene County 


ations develop, especially among the colonies 
of foreigners which are forming all over the 
county. 

A letter from other counties farther north 
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in New York asks for similar work, and the 
resources of the Society are severely taxed to 
meet the situation. 


The work here is progressing very nicely, 
and God is giving me good success. Last 
week I made 214 calls and sold 122 books, 
value $41.43; gifts, 8 books, value 30 cents. 
A few days ago I visited the knitting mill 
here, and the superintendent gave me per- 
mission to go through the mill, but also told 
me that I would not be able to sell any Bibles, 
as the majority of the people were Roman 
Catholics, and that if I should offer a Bible 
to some of the men up in the spinning room, 
they might throw me out. I told him that I 
was willing to run the risk of that, and so he 
gave me apass. I went all through the mill 
and had a blessed time, selling 38 books, 
value $10.30. After I had finished my work, 
I went to the office to thank the superin- 
tendent for his kindness, and also to tell him 
the results of my visit. When he saw me 
coming he began to laugh, and said, “ Well, 
I don’t suppose you sold any Bibles or Testa- 
ments, did you?’’ He was very much sur- 
prised when I told him the results, and I 
guess he is still wondering how it happened. 
Praise God for the Bible, and for the wonder- 
ful power of the Holy Spirit in its distribu- 
tion. 

Last Monday and Tuesday I went down to 
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Cementon and Alsen and thoroughly looked 
the field over. I am deeply impressed with 
its needs and possibilities. There are large 
quarries and a cement plant in each place; 
about 400 foreigners are employed by the 
two companies; about 175 or 200 are Aus- 
trians, and the rest are Italians, Poles, Hun- 
garians (Slavic), and a few Germans and 
Greeks. Practically nothing is done for them 
along religious lines, for they work seven days 
a week. There is a small Catholic church at 
Cementon, and a few of these people may be 
able to attend the services there on Sunday. 
The priest lives in Catskill. The only for- 
eigners who could be reached during the day 
would be the night force, which is very small. 
There is also quite a large American popu- 
lation in Cementon and Alsen, and I have an 
idea that there is quite a need of some work 
being done among them, as there is no Prot- 
estant church or pastor very near. I have 
made the acquaintance of Mr. Nevin, who 
works in the office in Cementon. You will 
remember Dr. Hazard spoke of him. He 
seems anxious to aid the work in every way. 
And I have also made the acquaintance of 
Mr. William Holdridge, who is foreman of the 
quarries at Alsen. He is a fine Christian 
man, and a member of the Methodist church 
at West Camp. He is very enthusiastic about 
the proposed work and is very anxious to 
help. And he is in a fine position to do so. 


Among the Creoles of Louisiana 


HE Rev. Dr. Curdy has been busy among 

the Creoles in our Southwestern Agency. 

We make room for some suggestive para- 
graphs from his report: 


All week I go from house to house and 
from bayou to bayou with a wagon-load 
of Bibles and New Testaments drawn by the 
able-bodied animal that you see here illus- 
trated, and asking for the privilege of showing 
my books.. The wagon has been made es- 
pecially for the purpose. It can serve as a 
sheltering place for the night when the col- 
porteur is unable to find a lodging within the 
reach of his means. There is at the bottom 
of the wagon a long box with two padlocks, 
where books can be kept safely. 

Creoles are markedly suspicious and in- 
hospitable. If the facts cause impatience in 
any who are invited to note them, I cannot 
help that, though I regret it. My purpose is 
to inform readers, not to offend them. 

One evening I was ten miles away from a 
livery-stable. It had been raining and the 


roads were very muddy. After repeated fail- 
ures to find a lodging, I had decided to stop 
alongside of the road, when someone directed 
me a mile away to a man who would surely 
take me in. 

“Impossible! we have hardly room enough 
for us,’’ he said. 

I then asked to be admitted in his barnyard, 
saying that I could rest in my wagon. 

The man became visibly nervous and stam- 


mered that he was not the owner of the 
place. 


‘The proprietor is a kind of queer man,’ 


he said after he had recovered. ‘‘ He had me 
swear that I would never let a drummer or 
any stranger stop here overnight. Then, our 
community is infested now with bad people. 


Should it become known that a stranger is — 


spending the night on our premises, I am 
sure they would set fire to the buildings and 
you would be charged with the crime.’’ 

I had to follow my former plan. Driving 
my wagon alongside of the road, in front of 
his gate, I unharnessed my horse, hitched

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him at a pecan tree, and retired to my bed on 


barnyard. Early in the

wheels. ; 

After an hour or so I was awakened by a 
shout from the yard. Lifting up a blind of 
my wagon, I saw by the light of the moon 
the farmer standing at a distance, witha long 
rifle in his hands. 

“Do you expect to spend all the night 
here ?’’ he asked. 

““T have to spend it somewhere,”’ 
swered. 

‘““No doubt you have,”’ was his reply; “but 
it would be safer for you should you drive a 
few miles farther. There are here a few bad 
Dagoes who would murder you for your money, 
and I might get into trouble myself should a 
crime be committed so close to my house.’’ 

The man’s cowardice stunned me fora while. 

“It must be a danger- 
ous place, indeed, since 


I an- 


without a long gun,’’ I re- 
plied. “But both I and 
my horse are too tired to 
go any farther for the pres- 
ent. If the Dagoes want 
my money, they can have 
it. Nowifyou fear trouble 
for yourself that’s your 
own affair; you had better 
keep a watch over me while 
Irest. I will be here until 
six o’clock in the morn- 
mo.”? 

On another occasion I 
had been permitted, after 
a long pleading, to use a 


morning the proprietor 
brought me a cup of hot 
as the custom is 
among Creoles. I hand- 
ed him a dime for his 
“good coffee.” He looked at it with an air 
of disdain and said that he did not want any 
money for his coffee; he wanted me to pay 
only for the use of the yard. 

‘“@™he use of the yard? And how much is 
it?’’ I asked, with surprise. 

**One dollar,’’ was the prompt reply. 

Noticing the indignation I could not hide, 
“Well, you see,’ he said, “one cannot rest 
easy in his bed after he has admitted a stran- 
ger on his place; and this is the very last 
time that I shall let anybody in for the 
night.”’ 

I paid my dollar and went again to work 
with a strengthened conviction that the Cre- 
oles need the saving gospel of Jesus Christ. 
A mind full of fears and suspicions is in 
hell. 
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I constantly meet people who have no idea 
of what the Bible is. They call any book a 
Bible. As I carry different portions of the 
Scriptures, bound separately, it frequently 
happens that when I offer St. Matthew, St. 
Mark, St. Luke, and St. John, I am asked 
for the ‘‘ Bible of St. Raymond,” or ‘‘ the 
Bible of St. Anthony of Padua.”’ 

“The saints whose names you mention 
may be very good,’ I am often told,’’ but 
I do not think I ever heard of them. I 


pray to no one now but to St. Anthony. 
They say he is so good. Have you got his 
Bible?” 

The following illustrations are almost of 
daily occurrence : 

An old man whom I had asked to look at 
my samples, answered with decision:

_“No use, sir; we have carloads of Bibles 
in the house. Just walk in and see.”’ 


I obeyed. 
““TLook!’’? he exclaimed, with an air of 
triumph. “Bibles are scattered all over the 


house.’’ 

And taking a book which was lying on the 
corner of a chimney, he handed it to me. It 
was a book of advertisements published by a 
silver warehouse, and offering cups, plates, 
saucers, etc., for sale. On another occasion 
I had to look at a pocket edition of Webster’s 
dictionary. 

On the same street I met a mother and her 
married daughter. At first they had no in- 
terest for my books, as they had “carloads 
of the very same kind.”’ The daughter had 
received them as prizes when she was attend- 
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ing school at the convent. I then offered 
them small portions of the Scriptures. When 
I mentioned St. John the mother stopped me 
and said, ‘‘I will take St. John.’’ And turn- 
ing toward her daughter, she added: “ You 
know, with the book of St. John in the house 
it cannot pass through fire and the lightning 
cannot strike it.’’ 

I hope that the dear little book will en- 
lighten their minds, free them from super- 
stition, and preserve their precious souls from 
the fire which has been lighted by sin. 

In another house a woman asked me if I 
had the “Bible of St. Joseph.” As I am 
often asked the same question, I answered I 
had, and then read the second chapter of St. 
Luke. She was moved to tears and gladly 
handed me the price of the booklet, saying: 

“You know, St. Joseph was the guardian 
of Mary’s virginity; and because he has been 
faithful, God has now intrusted him with the 
care of mothers.”’ 

The Acts of the Apostles comes very handy 
whenever the colporteur is asked for the 
“Bible of St. Peter.” 

It is generally believed among Creoles that 
a copy of the Gospel placed on the head of a 
sick child cures him; but the book must be 
held by the priest. A medal of St. Anthony 
placed at the proper time around the neck of 
a sick animal infallibly cures him. The medal 
must have been blessed by the priest, who 
performs that ceremony for a very small 
amount of money. 

A Mexican family received me with great 
demonstrations of joy. ““My dream proves to 
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be true, mother!’’ exclaimed a young woman 
as I was exhibiting my books. 

They said they had received a religious 
paper by mail two years ago from an un- 
known friend, and that they had been wanting 
a Bible ever since. , 

“Last night,’ added the old lady, my 
daughter dreamed of a man coming to us 
with a grip full of Bibles.”’ 

After she had paid for the book she opened 
it and kissed devoutly its pages. We spent a 
blessed hour in reading and praying together. 

Not long ago an acquaintance was asking 
me on the street if I thought that the efforts 
of the American Bible Society were worth 
while in Louisiana. At the same moment an 
aged lady came to me and asked: 

“Are you not the man selling the good 
little books? I now want the other two.”’ 

““Which ones do you want, madam?’ I 
said, opening my grip. 

““T have St. John and St. Mark. Don’t you 
remember me?” 

I handed her St. Luke and St. Matthew. 

““Have they been blessed?’’ she asked. 
“As for the two I bought the other day, 
I do not need to ask; they did me so much 
good.” 

‘““They had the highest blessing, madam,” 
was the answer. And the woman went away 
with tears of thankfulness streaming down 
her cheeks. 

After a while she turned again to me and 
said, ‘‘God bless you.” 

My questioner was dumfounded. 
woman had beautifully answered him.

HE Virginia Methodist Episcopal Con- 

ference met at Richmond recently and 
adopted a report highly commending the work 
of the Society and expressing an especial 
pleasure in the organization of the South 
Atlantic Agency, including the efficient ad- 
ministration of the Rev. Mr. Porter, Agency 
Secretary. The following action was also 
taken: 

“Nineteen hundred and eleven will mark 
the three hundredth anniversary of the publi- 
cation of the Authorized Version of the Holy 
Scriptures. We are glad to learn that it is 
the purpose of the American Bible Society to 
celebrate the year appropriately. When we 
remember our debt to this version of the 
Scriptures, we must feel the greatest interest 
in the proposed celebration. 

“In view of the foregoing facts, we offer the 
following : 


““ Resolved, 1. That the pastors be urged to 
give special attention to the work of the 
American Bible Society and press the collec- 
tion. 

“© Resolved, 2. That we will heartily co- 
operate with the American Bible Society in 
its proposed celebration of the Tercentennial 
of the publication of the Authorized Version 
of Scriptures, and will lend our aid to make 
the celebration a grand success.’ ”’ 

THE Higginsville, Mo., Auxiliary held its 
annual meeting on October 30th in the German 
Baptist Church at Higginsville. The Rev. 
Samuel Buchner, of the German Methodist 
Church, preached a sermon on Isaiah 55, 10, 
and the Rev. Mr. Reiger gave an address and 
a brief history of the American Bible Society. 
Mr. Reiger was elected president and Mr. 
Tieman vice-president, Mr. Buchner secre- 
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itary, and Mr. Hoefer treasurer. The collec- 
ition, amounting to $17, with $3 in the treasury, 
‘the society added to the $30 paid last year to 
ithe Endowment Fund of the American Bible 
Society. 

THE officers of the Society in New York 
are in constant communication and have fre- 
quent business dealings with the officers of 
the various local Bible Societies. It is a 
pleasure to record how satisfactory and pleas- 
ant these dealings usually are. Quite recently 
Mr. Amos C. Requa, of Peekskill, N. Y., 
Treasurer for about twenty years of the West- 
chester County Bible Society, in resigning 
his office, took occasion to express his appre- 
ciation of the uniform courtesy and prompt 
attention that he has received in his dealings 
with the Bible House. Behold how pleasant 
it is for brethren to dwell together in unity, 
especially in their business dealings. 


WE are glad to report that the Rev. Dr. 
Dwight, our Recording Secretary, is rapidly 
regaining his strength and will soon be with 
us again. He was taken ill on his return from 
the meeting of the National Council in Boston

Tue “World’s Christian Citizenship Con- 
ference’’ was held in Philadelphia, Pa., 
from November.16th to the 20th. This con- 
ference was called by the National Reform 
Association, of which the Rev. Dr. Sylvester 
F. Scovel, of Wooster University, is presi- 
dent; and associated with him are many emi- 
nent leaders of religious thought and activity. 
This conference included many persons not 
members of the body that called it, with free 
discussion as to the great aspect of the top- 
ics which was strongly kept before them. 

One of the large evening meetings, held at 
the Academy of Music, was presided over by 
Judge William Potter of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, and strong ground was taken 
in favor of the keeping of the Bible in public 
schools. Missionaries from foreign lands 
brought new light as to the general question 
of the relation of the National Government 
to the Christian religion, and a very wide va- 
riety of topics were treated. 

The conference made room for an address 
by the Rev. Dr. Foxon behalf of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, on the bearing of the Ter- 
centenary celebration of the publication of the 
King James Version of the English Bible 
upon national life.

Mr. D. V. Disney, of Delaware, O., who

WE present as usual the comparative table 
of receipts from four sources, from which it 
appears that the receipts for October are en- 
couragingly large as compared with those for 
October, 1909. Every item shows an in- 
crease, though the largest is in the legacy 
column. The showing is still better in the 
longer period. To be sure; the gifts from 
the auxiliaries have diminished, but church 
collections and gifts from individuals have 
more than counterbalanced the decrease, and 
also the decrease in legacy receipts. The 
total increase for the period over last year’s 
gifts is not very large, and we beg our friends 
not to be misled by such an increase to sup- 
pose that the work of the Society can be done 
without a larger income still. But it is good 
to know that the reaction which was feared

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William Tindale and his Translation 


N eventful century and a half passed 
yAN between the death of Wycliffe (1384) 
and the next great landmark in English Bible 
history, the publication of William Tindale’s 
translation. Mighty forces were astir, world- 
shaking events were transpiring; the Papacy 
was rent by a schism, two rivals, and in one 
case three, claiming the right to Peter’s 
throne. The Council of Constance, 1414-18, 
condemned John Huss and Jerome of Prague 
to be burned to death. The collapse of the 
Eastern Empire in 1453 scattered the scholars 
of Greece through Europe, especially in 
Italy, and like the Apostles who were scat- 
tered from Jerusalem, they became the apos- 
tles of the New Learning. In 1492 Christo- 
pher Columbus opened the ocean gates into 
the New World. Synchronizing with these 
signs of manifest destiny, the printing press 
was invented, and, according to the oft-quoted 
saying, Europe awoke with the New Tes- 
tament in her hand,’’ for the publication of 
the Greek New Testament by the great 
humanist, Erasmus, began a new and glorious 
chapter in the history of western Christen- 
dom. One of the monks exclaimed with pro- 
phetic foresight, ““We must root out printing 
or printing will root us out.’’ Kings and pre- 
lates and popes joined hands in vain to shut 
the light out of England. The kingdom was 
drenched over and again with the blood of 
martyrs, martyrs now for the translation and 
reading of the Bible, whose blessed memory 
it should be ours to revive for this genera- 
tion. The authors of our English translation, 
scarcely less than the authors of the original 
Scriptures, were tortured, not accepting de- 
liverance. Their work comes to us attested 
with the precious blood which they shed 
willingly for the truth’s sake. 

Of no one is this more true than of William 
Tindale, whose life story was a tragedy far 
more worthy of perpetual remembrance than 
many a famous recital which has been em- 
balmed in our literature by the masters of 
poetic or dramatic art. 

The genius of Shakespeare might well have 
seized on the moving tale of this sixteenth 
century hero. Almost as little is known of 
the circumstances of his life as of Shakes- 
peare’s own. The approximate date of his 
birth was 1484 and his death 1536, but the 
place of his birth is uncertain save that it 
was in Gloucestershire. The first clear in- 
dication of what he was to be was his uni- 
versity course at Oxford, where it is said 
by John Foxe, in his “Book of Martyrs,” 


that he “was closely addicted to the study of 
the Scriptures.’’ Thence he went to Cambridge 
and afterward (about 1500) kecame a tutor in 
the family of Sir John Walsh of Little Sod- 
bury. Here his controversies began, one with 
a learned man, who said, “‘We were better 
to be without God’s laws than the Pope’s.’’ 
‘IT defy the Pope and all his laws.” “If 
God spare my life,’’ Tindale replied, “I 
will cause a boy that driveth a plow shall 
know more of the Scriptures than thou dost.’’ 

This promise was abundantly fulfilled. He 
wrought without ceasing throughout his life 
to give England a translation not like Wy- 
cliffe’s from the Vulgate, but from the Greek 
and Hebrew, and he finished his work so well 


that to this day when we read King James ° 


we read largely William Tindale. 

At first his hope was that he might enter 
the service of Tunstall, Bishop of London; 
but alas! the Bishop was not after his man- 
ner, and with cold courtesy dismissed him. 
God, however, raised up a friend for him in 
Humphrey Monmouth, a London alderman, 
who by his befriending of Tindale has earned 
for himself more of fame than he has received. 
He had heard him preach and was evidently 
drawn to him, and took him to his house. 
Afterward he was himself arrested and thrown 
into the Tower for what he had done, and to 
defend himself has given in evident sincerity 
a touching picture of what manner of man 
Tindale was: “Afterward (when this hope 
failed), he . . . came to me again, and 
besought me to help him; and so I took him 
into my house half a year; and there he lived 
like a good priest as methought. He studied 
most part of the day and of the night at his 
book; and he would eat but sodden meat by 
his good will, nor drink but small single beer. 
I never saw him wear linen about him in the 
space he was with me. I did promise him 
ten pounds sterling to pray for my father and 
mother their souls and all Christian souls.’ 

He never ceased to love England, but see- 
ing that his life purpose could not be accom- 
plished there, after a year he turned his back 
on his native land to suffer as he says “‘ pov- 


erty, exhile, absence from friends, hunger and - 


thirst, with very great dangers—sharp and 


hard fightings. By faith he foresook England, — 


not fearing the wrath of King or Pope—desiring 
a better country, that isan heavenly. And who 
can measure the marvelous fruit of his faith ? 


It is difficult to trace his course exactly dur- 


ing the next few years on the Continent. _He 
was first in Hamburg, then probably in Witten- 
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berg and with Martin Luther—certainly he 
was credited with this added reproach. .Such 
work as his needs leisure and to be done with- 
out distraction. A scholar in every fiber of 
his mind, as his work shows when judged by 
the keenest modern criticism, well able to 
reach a critical judgment on the Scripture 
originals or the relative value of the Vulgate, 
Luther’s version, and the other accessories of 
his toil, he might have fitly spent his days in 
the cloistered shades of Oxford or Cambridge. 
But his life was rather that of a criminal, his 
footsteps dogged by Roman spies, notably 
one Cochlzus, who hunted him out at last 
in Cologne, so 
that he had to 
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Pentateuch was issued in English, and the 
rest of the Old Testament later (made di- 
rectly from the Hebrew). In 1535 he was 
betrayed by a false friend, cast into Vilvorde 
Castle near Brussels, and there on October 6, 
1536, he was strangled and his corpse burned. 
His last words, a prayer—‘ Lord open the 
eyes of ‘the King of England,” brought a 
speedy answer. In 1536 there were eight 
editions of his New Testament printed on 
English soil, and nineteen editions were issued 
between 1544 and 1566. Forty editions, it is 
said, were published in all, and few copies 
survive. He rests from his labors and his 
works do follow .

Bishop West- 
cott, in his his- 
tory of the Eng- 
lish Bible, makes 
clear beyond per- 
adventure Tin- 
dale’s extraordi- 
nary qualifica- 
tion for his task. 
He was an inde- 
pendent and 
original trans- 
lator from the 
original text, but 
able to use with 
critical judgment 
the Latin Vul- 
gate, the Latin 
translations of 
Erasmus, and 
the German of 
Luther. The 
Historical Cata- 
logue of the 
British and For- 
eign Bible So- 
ciety confirms 
this judgment. 

He made two 
revisions of his 


lant watch that 
Kain gioHenry 
VIII. and the others kept to prevent it. These 
six thousand copies of the English Testament 
revolutionized England. They were thun- 
dered against in sermons; it was a criminal 
offense to be found possessing one, much 
less to spread it. Men and women were 
burned for it; but the leaven was in the 
meal and it was too late to get it out. Sub- 
sequent editions were printed and the Bible 
was finally completed, though probably not 
all by Tyndale himself. Edition succeeded 
edition from Marburg and elsewhere, and 
though many of these were burned, enough 
were left to serve the purpose. In 1530 the 
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New Testament 
after the first issue, all of which show, accord- 
ing to Bishop Lightfoot, his complete inde- 
pendence and at the same time his skill in 
using other men’s translations to the best 
purpose. 

The extracts here given will give some 
slight impression of what this first master- 
piece of Bible translation in English was like, 
and how much like it is to our own King 
James. 

As to this nothing more authoritative can 
be quoted than this from Bishop Lightfoot: 

“Brom first to last his style and his inter- 
pretation are his own, and in the originality 
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of Tindale is included in a large measure the 
originality of our English Version. For not 
only did Tindale contribute to it directly the 
substantial basis of half of the Old Testament 
(in all probability) and of the whole of the 
New, but he established a standard of biblical 
translation which others followed. It is even 
of less moment that by far the greater part 
of his translation remains intact in our pres- 
ent Bibles, than that his spirit animates the 
whole. He toiled faithfully himself, and 
where he failed he left to those who should 
come after the secret of success. The achieve- 
ment was not for one but for many; but he 
fixed the type according to which the later 
laborers worked. His influence decided that 
our Bible should be popular and not literary, 
speaking in a simple dialect, and that so by 
its simplicity it should be endowed with per- 
manence. He felt by a happy instinct the 
potential affinity between Hebrew and Eng- 
lish idioms, and enriched our language and 
thought forever with the characteristics of the 
Semitic mind.”’ 

To this may be added Dr. Eadie’s estimate: 
“The translation, as a first and individual 
effort, is wonderful in many points of view. 
Tindale had few appliances in the shape of 
grammars and lexicons; but he devoted him- 


The Book 


HE Bible not only has power to awaken 
conscience; it likewise has power to 
vitalize. It requires life to communicate life. 
Emerson said of the words of Montaigne: 
“They are vascular. Cut them, and they 
will bleed.” How much more truly may we 
say that of the writings which comprise the 
Bible. They are vascular, they vibrate with 
vitality. Cut them, and they will bleed. 
They are leaping out from life to life wher- 
ever they go among the nations. Wherever 
this river travels, there comes vitality. Take 
even the literature of our day that comes with 
greatest helpfulness, and that seems to touch 
the sleeping conscience, it is the literature in 
which we find embodied the ideals and ideas 
of the Bible. Take the non-Christian relig- 
ions, those sections of them which are mani- 
festing renewed enterprise and activity. I 
make bold to sayit is always where the Bible 
has been given the largest right of way. 

So it is throughout Christendom. ‘Those 
churches which are most formal and life- 
less, and which, apparently, lack propagating 
power, are those which are most ignorant of 
these writings. Here is vitality : “Thou hast 
the words of eternal life.” ‘‘My words are 
spirit, and they are life.’’ 
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self to his daily work with singular earnest- 
ness and assiduity. He often keeps the 
proper translation of the aorist, where suc- 
ceeding translators have given it the sense of 
the perfect. The English is racy Saxon, and 
much of it, sometimes clause after clause, 
with no change save in spelling, is yet pre- 
servedin ourcommonversion. Ithasanoble, 
unaffected simplicity, and the ring of genuine 
English idiom. It is more definite and con- 
cise than the current style of his day, and 
even of his own polemical writings. He may 
run that reads, and he that reads may un- 
derstand, and the typical ‘ploughboy’ may 
gather the sense so given in his own tongue. 
The eulogy of Fuller is not overdrawn: 
“What he undertook was to be admired as 
glorious; what he performed to be com- 
mended as profitable; wherein he failed is 
to be excused as pardonable, and to be scored 
on the account rather of that age than of the 
author himself.’”’ 

In addition to the general treatises already 
mentioned in this and in the November 
REcoRD article, readers will find it profitable 
to look at chapter vi, volume ii, of Froude’s 
History of England, who characterizes Tindale 
as ““a man whose history is lost in his work, 
and whose epitaph is the Reformation.”’

The Bible has energizing power as well. 
Huxley said that the only true education is 
that which enables a man to do what he 
knows he ought to do, at the time he ought 
to do it, regardless of the consequences. I 
would emphasize that the Bible, as no other 
writing, communicates power, enabling men 
to take that difficult step which you and I are 
called on to take many times each day, the 
step between knowing our duty and doing it. 
It is at this point that the other religions so 
hopelessly break down, according to their 
own confession. They tantalize their fol- 
lowers. I have talked with thousands of 
them, and I am in a position to know. What 
sinful men up and down this world want is 
not more teaching as to what they ought to 
do and be, in higher ideals and in fresh ex- 
amples, but power which energizes the will 
to doits duty. For some reason which never 
fails to move men with awe, God has been 
pleased in all these years to communicate 
most largely his impulse and irresistible 
energy through these vital pages that we 
scatter at times, I think, so carelessly among 
the nations.—Dr. John R. Mott betore the Brit- 
tsh and Foreign Bible Society Annual Meet- 
ing.

HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 

agers was held at the Bible House Thurs- 
day, November 3, 1910, and subsequently an 
adjourned meeting November 10th. Presi- 
dent Theophilus A. Brouwer presided at both 
meetings. 

At the first meeting the Rev. Dr. David J. 
Burrell read a portion of the fifth chapter of 
Matthew and offered prayer. At the second 
meeting the Rev. Dr. James A. Riggs read a 
portion of the First Epistle of James and 
offered prayer. 

Among other items of business transacted 
were the following: Messrs. James Wood, 
E. P. Tenny, and Charles A. Hull were ap- 
pointed representatives of the Bible Society, 
together with the Secretaries, to attend a con- 
ference of the Society and the New England 
a to be held in Boston, November 
21 and 22. 

Mr. Joshua L. Baily and George I. Bodine, 
with the Secretaries, were appointed to repre- 
sent the Society at a conference of Christian 
Citizenship Convention, under the auspices of 
the American Reform Association, to be held 
in Philadelphia, November 16th to 20th, 1910. 

The following action was taken: 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society having learned 
with deep regret of the serious indisposition 
of Dr. Dwight, we hereby offer him our sin- 
cere sympathy and the earnest hope of his 
speedy recovery. 

Scriptures to the amount of $576 were 
granted as follows: To the Church of England 
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Mission at Lourenzo Marquez, Portuguese 
East Africa; to the American Zulu Mission, 
South Africa; to the American Missionary 
Association of Porto Rico; to Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in Cuba; to the American Cey- 
lon Mission; to the Methodist Episcopal The- 
ological School of Upsala, Sweden. 

The Board was informed of the progress of 
work in the various Home and Foreign Agen- 
cies of the Society, indicating generally satis- 
factory progress. 

The issues from the Bible House for the 
month of October were 117,538 volumes.
